This list of research projects in home economics has been compiled 
from the programs of work for 1930-31 submitted by the directors of the 
state agricultural experiment stations to the Office of Expcriment Stations, 
together with later projects approved by the office through November 1, 1900. 
The list consequently includes only projects receiving Federal sunport, in 
most cases from funds available under the Purnell Act. Unless otherwise 
stated, the projects are being conducted in the home economics departments of 
the land-grant colleges and universities with which the experiment stations: 
are connected or in home economics research denartments within the stations. 
No attempt has been made to list all research projects having a bearing upon 
home economics which are conductcd in other departments, although in a few 
instances such projects nave been included. (For a complete list of station 
projects see A Classified List of Projects of the Agricultural Exneriment 
Stations, 1930, Miscellaneous Publication 89, U. S. Department of Agriculture).
